DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 34 and 36 are allowed. 

The prior art fails to disclose a first identifier is usable by hardware to identify the 
resource and the second identifier is usable by a program of the machine to identify the 
resource, and wherein the mapping is based on the physical structure of the machine 
being configured and on avoiding single points of failure or single points of repair and 
choosing the second identifier for which mapping is to occur from a plurality of second 
identifiers, said choosing being based on a priority associated with another resource 
coupled to the resource of the machine being configured. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
